All dirt roads become hard and passn-
ble by the use of a roller. Every wagon
wheel acts as a roller upon the road sur-
face, and the value of its rolling quali-
ties depends upon tho width of the whecl
tires and the load which the whecl sus-
tains, but the wagon wheel is generally
- . mado so narrow as to create ruts in
J - many cases, and its uge always temds to
develop the weak spots, humps, holes
and nndulations which are so quickly

revealed in the use of the regular roller.

Moreover, therolling qualities exerted by
the wheels of passing traffic aro never
bestowed uniformly upon the entire
width of the roadway, but are confined
thronghont the length of most conntry
roads to the two narrow lines of travel
which marked the tracks of the whoals
of the first pnasing vehiclo, and which
geem to have been followed with scrupu-
Jons care by all tho vehicles which came
after.

The result is thit the roadway on bath
giden of these beaten fracks iy often left
in n soft, muddy or rutty condition, snd
when two heavily loaded vehicles are

pelled to pass each other the neces-
:fmof turning out results in n break-
dm or in the delay and difficulty
which are familinr to overy farmer just
in proportion to the number of times

that he has been sthck in the mud by

Broad Tires Improve Ronds.

The introduction of broad tires upon
all farm wagons antd carts adapted for
heavy draft purposes alone wounld do
wuch to lmprove roads, sinco half the
trouble sgoems to arise from hoeavy londs
carting over country roads ub seasons of
the year when the groundissoft. At
Taxedo, where all draft wagons aro pro-
hibited an entry unless furnished with
broad tired wheels, the tremendons ad-
vantage over the nnlluu.ry tires has been
plainly proved, for there, even when the
roada are softest and at their worst, they
never out np through the constant cart-
ing of heavy loads of brick or stone.—Ex-
change,

Road Repalring.
Road ropairing is a practical rather
than a theoretical art, Tho first requi-
gitois o kit of tools, consisting of a roller,
one road dray, two wheel scrapers, two
sorapers, rond plow and other para-
ila. The crew should consiet of &
guffloiont number and an expert road-
maker. First and most important is
drainage.—W. 8. Chowen.

Inorder to give American mer-
chants and manufacturers time to get
their exhibits ready let ud begin as soon
ag this fair is over to prepare for the
Columbian exposition of 1008,
